March 19, 2013 7:00p.m.
CALL TO ORDER

The regular meeting of the Junction City Commission was held on Tuesday,
March 19, 2013 with Mayor Pat Landes presiding.

The following members of the Commission were present: Cecil Aska, Scott
Johnson, Pat Landes, and Jim Sands. Staff present was: City Manager Vernon,
City Attorney Logan, and City Clerk Ficken.

PUBLIC COMMENT

Commissioner Johnson stated that he doesn’t think people can be sued for
telling facts. City Attorney Logan stated that her prior advice was for any letter
from the Commission to be factual. Commissioner Johnson stated that big law
firms are always looking out for the bigger fish, and things are always the
taxpayers fault. City Attorney Logan stated that the distribution of specials at the
Olivia Farms development were legal. Commissioner Johnson stated that the
City needs a local law firm.

A representative from the engineering firm HDR stated that they are looking
forward to working with the local engineering firm Kaw Valley.

A representative from AMEC stated that they will use expert advice to modernize
the storm water system and provide a more equitable fee system. They will work
toward helping the City run the storm water system as a business.

Deb Johnston stated that she hopes someone running for office will bring
Commissioner Johnson’s ideas to the table. She congratulated Commissioner
Johnson on becoming a Grandfather.

NEW BUSINESS

Consideration of a Memorandum of Understanding between the City of Junction
City and the Junction City Community Baseball Club for use of Rathert Stadium.
Parks & Recreation Director Lazear stated that the agreement would generate
$3,000.00 in revenue. Mayor Landes asked how many games would be played.
Mike Heldstab stated that 21 games will be played. City Attorney Logan stated
that the agreement will be changed to include an insurance clause; the Club will
provide general liability insurance. Mike Heldstab stated that the insurance policy
is in place. Commissioner Aska stated that he has a personal interest in the
Junction City Community Baseball Club, and he will abstain. Commissioner
Sands moved, seconded by Commissioner Johnson to approve the
Memorandum of Understanding between the City of Junction City and the
Junction City Community Baseball Club for use of Rathert Stadium with an added
insurance provision. Ayes: Johnson, Landes, Sands. Nays: none. Abstention:
Aska. Motion carried.

Consideration of a Memorandum of Understanding between the City of Junction
City and the American Legion Post 45 Baseball Program for use of Rathert
Stadium. Parks & Recreation Director Lazear stated that this agreement reflects
the prior approved agreement. Commissioner Sands moved, seconded by
Commissioner Aska to approve the Memorandum of Understanding between the
City of Junction City and the American Legion Post 45 Baseball Program for use
of Rathert Stadium. Ayes: Aska, Johnson, Landes, Sands. Nays: none. Motion
Carried.

Consideration of approval to seek bids for installing permanent electrical power in
Heritage Park for the Sundown Salute event. Mayor Landes asked what the
current cost for mobile power for the Sundown Salute event is. Ray Ibarra stated
that the cost | approximately $10,000 to $15,000 per year; 2/3 of that cost could
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be reduced in future year if there is transition to this system. Ray Ibarra stated
that the system would be an improvement on an outdated system, and LED lights
could be used at the park for additional savings. Mayor Landes stated that there
is also the issue of safety, which he has received comments from the public on.
Ray Ibarra stated that future maintenance costs would be minimal, and would
service additional events such as Jammin in JC. City Manager Vernon stated that
the Commission needs to consider first, the underground system, and secondly
the lighting update. Mayor Landes stated that the felt the power system could be
upgraded now, and plan for lighting improvements in the future. Commissioner
Johnson stated that groups should specify the amount they can pay for power.
City Manager Vernon stated that a fee system would be generated. Consensus
was to move forward on seeking bids for the project.

Consideration and award of Bid Storm Water Management Master Plan contract.
Commissioner Johnson stated that landlords have had issue with the current
charges. Municipal Services Director McCaffery stated that those complaints will
be addressed, and rates generally will be addressed to maintain the storm water
system. Mayor Landes asked when the rate change proposal might come to the
Commission. Municipal Services Director McCaffery stated that the rates could
be addressed form October 2013 to December 2013, so unfortunately
information will not be available for the 2014 budget. Municipal Services Director
McCaffery stated that both surface and underground systems will be addressed,
and areas holding water will be addressed for adequacy. Commissioner Sands
asked how the study will be financed. Municipal Services Director McCaffery
stated that the stormwater fund and budgeted amount will be used.
Commissioner Aska moved, seconded by Commissioner Sands to approve
award of bid for Storm Water Management Master Plan to AMEC in an amount
not to exceed $192,000. Ayes: Aska, Johnson, Landes, Sands. Nays: none.
Motion carried.

Consideration of Award of Bid for General Engineering Services contract.
Municipal Services Director McCaffery stated that most work will be done at the 3
treatment plants; the HDR engineering firm has the proven technology and
experience to provide services to the City. Commissioner Johnson stated that the
range for services was $50 per hour which he believes is high. Municipal
Services Director McCaffery stated that budget and summaries are provided on
page 137 of the packet, and the ASE provides a schedule of generally accepted
pay rates. Commissioner Sands stated that there needs to be improvements for
5 year, 10 year, and 15 year plans. Municipal Services Director McCaffery stated
that the plants currently use 1960’s technology, and automation will be used to
improve efficiencies. Commissioner Sands moved, seconded by Commissioner
Aska to award to HDR the Bid for General Engineering Services. Ayes: Aska,
Johnson, Landes, Sands. Nays: none. Motion carried.

Consideration and Award of Bid 2013 Street Maintenance Program — Micro-
surfacing. Municipal Services Director McCaffery stated that the single bidder
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Vance Brothers also provided Micro-surfacing work the last couple years; a
number of other providers were also directly solicited on this project.
Commissioner Johnson stated that a large amount of crack sealing is scheduled
for the subdivisions on the west side of town. Municipal Services Director
McCaffery stated that the goal is to extend the life of those streets beyond their
normal life because other City streets will need so much more attention. Mayor
Landes asked if this would be the last year of micro-surfacing. Municipal Services
Director McCaffery stated that the proposed streets are nearly the final
candidates for micro-surfacing; future projects will need to be mill and overlay,
but that process cost is 10 times more than micro-surfacing. Mayor Landes
asked if the City could purchase mill & overlay equipment and work on repairing
streets in house. Municipal Services Director McCaffery stated that the
equipment is very expensive; Finance director Beatty stated that even large cities
do not purchase their own equipment. Commissioner Sands moved, seconded
by Commissioner Johnson to award Vance Brothers with the bid for 2013 Street
Maintenance Micro-surfacing. Ayes: Aska, Johnson, Landes, Sands. Nays: none.
Motion carried.

Consideration of Ordinance S-3115, a request by interested parties, to rezone
the property at 411 E. 8" Street from “IH” Heavy Industrial to “CCS” Central
Commercial Special in order to convert the building to a restaurant/night club/bar
operation. Planning & Zoning Administrator Yearout stated that there is no room
for parking at the proposed location. Commissioner Johnson stated that
something needs to be done with the property. Planning & Zoning Administrator
Yearout stated that the interested party suggested that the zoning be allowed to
go forward, and the parking issue will be dealt with later. Planning & Zoning
Administrator Yearout stated that the Commission has the options to accept,
change, or return the item to the MPC. Commissioner Aska moved, seconded by
Commissioner Sands to approve Ordinance S-3115 adopting the
recommendation of the MPC to deny the rezoning. Ayes: Aska, Johnson,
Landes, Sands. Nays: none. Motion carried.

Objective: The consideration and approval of the award of bid for the River Walk Pond
Water System Improvements.

Explanation of Issue: The City in August 2005 entered into a development agreement,
whereby the City agreed to development and maintain a “Pond” for use by one of the
adjacent property owner’s for use in demonstrating and testing watercraft., in additional to
recreational public uses Further, the City agreed to maintain a minimum of six (6) acres of
surface water for the Pond and was to of provided liners/ sealants as well as well pumps, for
the Pond to reasonably retain water levels within the Pond.

Over the last several years the City has maximized the water rights allotment through the
well system, which was installed for this Pond system, as well as completing various liner
improvements in and around the boat ramp in order to ensure retaining the water levels
within the Pond.

The City retained KAW Valley Engineering (KVE) in August 2011 to complete a hydrologic
cycle study of the drainage areas in and around the Pond, and provide recommendations to
the City Commission, in order to supplement the Pond existing elevation and the available
well pumping volumes. Three alternatives were provided. These included; Purchase of
additional water rights; The installation of a gravity storm system; and An additional pump
system, with each option re-diverting storm water runoff to the Pond. An overview and
recommendations were provided to the City Commission at meeting of Sept. 20, 2011.
Over the last year the City has pursued each of these alternatives, and are summarized
below:

Alternative 1 - Obtaining additional water rights from adjacent property owners. This
alternative was rejected given the costs request for these water rights (City Commission
meeting of April 3, 2012)

Alternative 2 — Design/ Construction of a gravity storm sewer system, whereby diverting
storm water runoff within the area towards the Pond. This alternative/ award of bid was
rejected given concern of annual storm water runoff (City Commission meeting of March 6,
2012)

Alternative 3 — Design/ Construction of a forcemain system, whereby water is diverted from
the Oxbow Lake area back into the Pond. This alternative was discussed with the City
Commission at the meeting of January 15, 2013, whereby direction was given to have staff
to pursue this alternative. City staff obtained the needed water rights permit (Kansas Dept.
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of Agriculture), KDOT permit and completed the design through KVE. The City solicited
bids through The Daily Union newspaper, on the City’'s website and direct solicitation of
contractors whom have completed similar work within the City. A bid opening was held on
March 21, 2013, with the bids summarized below:

Bidder Bid Amount

*Larson Construction, Inc. 149,706.00

J & K Contracting, LC $164,171.00

Smoky Hill, LLC $224,761.00
* Low Bid

The Engineer’s Estimate for this project was $111,565.00. Given the low bid amount was
34% more then the Engineer’s Estimate, City staff is still recommending with the award of
bid at this time. The reasoning being that Westar, a few days prior to the bid, indicated that
a new transformer, estimated costs $15,000, would need to be provided for the power
supply for the pump system and the bid variances by bidders on the needed work for the
excavation/ installation of the surface water intake line needed at the Oxbow Lake area was
bid using various construction methods. These two items have accounted for the bids all
being greater then the Engineer’s Estimate, however each is a reasonable cost increase for
the overall project, thereby why staff is still recommending with the project award at this
time.

Budget Impact: These pond improvements will be paid for through the City Storm Fund,
where monies from the un-appropriated funds within this fund will be used.

Alternatives: The Commission may approve, deny, or postpone this item.
Recommendation:  Staff recommends approval of the Award of Bid to Larson
Construction, Inc. of Manhattan, KS for the Riverwalk Landing Pond Water Improvements,
in an amount not to exceed $149,706.00.

Dear Mr. McCaffery:

Please find enclosed the Bid Tabulation Sheet for the above-referenced improvements. Larson
Construction, Inc. was the low bidder with $149,706.00 which was approximately 34% above the
Engineer’s Estimate of $111,565.00. As is customary with low bids that are greater than 10% above
the Engineer’s Estimate, we have provided an explanation as to why we believe that this is the case.
After review of the bids received, and speaking with various contractors, our findings are as follows:

It was evident from the lump sum and unit prices that all the items in the bid schedule had been
inflated to account for a cost that was not included for in other bid items. This inflation was primarily
due to the variability in construction equipment, labor, and construction methods involved in the

underwater excavation and installation of the surface water intake line in the Oxbow, and the repair
of the Ash Street Pond slopes.

Westar also updated their requirements a few days before the bid opening. We had been made aware
that Westar conveyed additional requirements to contractors that were not relayed to Kaw Valley
Engineering, Inc. and were not contained within Westar’s costs.

With all this considered, we therefore recommend award of this contract to Larson Construction, Inc.
in the amount of $149,706.00. If you would present this to the City Commission for award of
contract at their next regular meeting, it would be appreciated.

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FIRST LEASE AMENDMENT

THIS FIRST LEASE AMENDMENT "Amendment™) is made April 2, 2013, by and
between the City of Junction City, Kansas (“Landlord”), and Jupiter Kansas, Inc., a Kansas
corporation (“Tenant”).

This Amendment is made with reference to the following facts and objectives:

A. Landlord and Tenant entered into a written lease dated June 15, 2010 (as amended
by this First Lease Amendment, the “Lease™) in which Landlord leased to Tenant and Tenant
leased from Landlord premises located at 2618 Mid-America Drive, Junction City, Kansas 66441
(the “Premises”) for a term commencing August 1, 2010 and ending July 31, 2013.

B. Landlord and Tenant desire to make certain amendments to the Lease.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises herein contained and
other good and valuable consideration, it is agreed:

1. Estoppel and Release. Tenant acknowledges that the Lease is in full force and
effect, that Tenant does not have any presently existing claims against Landlord or any offsets
against rent due under the Lease, and that there are no (i) defaults of Landlord under the Lease,
or (i) existing circumstances under which with the passage of time, or notice, or both, would
give rise to a default by Landlord under the Lease. Tenant releases, discharges and waives any
claims, known or unknown, against the Landlord, its successors, assigns, officers or agents,
arising out of or in any way connected with the Lease through the date hereof, including, but not
limited to, the Landlord Work, subject only to any warranty obligations of the contractor to the
Landlord relating to roof repairs. Tenant has not directed Landlord to perform item 8 of the
Landlord Work, described as "fill the Pit on the Premises and cover same with concrete.” Tenant
hereby waives and releases any obligation of Landlord to complete item 8. Tenant further
agrees that if Tenant desires to perform item 8, such work will be done at Tenant's sole expense,
Tenant will notify Landlord in advance, and Landlord must approve the plans and materials for
such work.

2. The following provision is added to Section 21 "Renewal Term":
Notwithstanding any other provision contained in the Lease, the period in which Tenant
may exercise the right to renew this Lease for the first three year renewal term is extended until

May 31, 2013.

3. Effectiveness of Lease. Except as set forth in this First Lease Amendment, all of
the provisions of the Lease shall remain unchanged and in full force and effect.

4. Binding Effect. This First Lease Amendment binds and inures to the benefit of
the parties hereto and their respective legal representatives, successors and permitted assigns.

TRIPLE NET LEASE

THIS TRIPLE NET LEASE (this “Lease”) is made effective as of the 15th day of June,
2010, by and between the City of Junction City, Kansas (“Landlord”), and Jupiter Kansas,
Inc., a Kansas corporation (“Tenant”).

WITNESSETH:

WHEREAS, Landlord is the owner of that certain real property, and the improvements
situated thereon, commonly known as 2618 Mid-America Drive, Junction City, Kansas 66441,
and more particularly described and/or depicted on Exhibit A attached hereto, consisting of
approximately 6.9 acres, more or less (the “Premises”); and

WHEREAS, Landlord desires to lease and demise the Premises unto Tenant, and Tenant
desires to lease the Premises from Landlord, upon and subject to all of the terms and conditions
set forth in this Lease.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the foregoing and of the payments, promises,
covenants, and agreements hereinafter set forth, Landlord and Tenant hereby agree as follows:

1. Premises and Use. Upon and subject to the terms and conditions of this Lease,
Landlord agrees to lease and demise the Premises unto Tenant, and Tenant agrees to lease the
Premises from Landlord. Tenant may use the Premises for purposes of manufacturing and
storage of parts and equipment and related office functions, to the extent such uses are permitted
under current zoning regulations of the City. Tenant shall not use the Premises, or any portion
thereof, for any unlawful purpose or for any other purpose not expressly permitted under this
Lease. Tenant shall not commit any waste on or to the Premises or perform any acts or carry on
any practices which may damage the Premises in any manner, reasonable wear and tear
excepted.

2. Term.

(a) Term. The term of this Lease shall be three (3) years (the “Term”),
commencing on the Ist day of August, 2010 (the “Commencement Date”), and expiring at
11:59 p.m. on the day before the third anniversary of the Commencement Date (the “Expiration
Date”), unless earlier terminated in accordance with the terms hereof. Subject to subsection (b)
below, Landlord shall deliver possession of the Premises to Tenant on the Commencement Date.

(b)  Early Occupancy. On the date upon which (i) the Tenant has executed and
delivered the Lease in a form satisfactory to the Landlord, (ii) the Tenant has delivered to
Landlord certificates of insurance indicating that policies of Tenant’s insurance, as more fully
described in the Lease, is in full force and effect, Tenant may be permitted non exclusive access
to the Premises prior to the Commencement Date (the “Early Occupancy Period”) in order to
carry out the work to be completed by Tenant as defined on the attached Exhibit “B” (“Tenant
Work”). It is acknowledged and agreed that the Landlord will be permitted to complete the
work to be completed by Landlord as defined on the attached Exhibit “B” (“Landlord Work”)
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during the Early Occupancy Period, provided that the Landlord and the Tenant work
cooperatively so as not to materially interfere with completion of the other’s work.

3. Rent. During the Term, Tenant shall, without notice, demand, setoff, reduction,
or any defense whatsoever, except as provided herein, pay to Landlord as rent for the Premises
the amount of Five Thousand and No/100 Dollars ($5,000.00) per month (“Rent”), payable to
Landlord in advance on or before the first day of each month during the Term. The first payment
of Rent shall be paid to Landlord on or before the Commencement Date. Rent for any partial
month during the Term shall be prorated on a per diem basis.

4. Security Deposit. Upon the execution of this Lease, Tenant shall deposit with
Landlord the sum of Thirty-Five Thousand and No/100 Dollars ($35,000.00) as security (the
“Security Deposit™) for the full, timely, and faithful performance of all of Tenant’s obligations
hereunder, including, but not limited to, the payment of Rent and any other amounts due from
Tenant. The Security Deposit shall be refundable only in the event that Tenant vacates the
Premises on the Expiration Date and in full accordance with the terms and conditions of this
Lease; provided, however, that the Security Deposit shall be refundable only to the extent by
which it is greater than any expenses incurred by Landlord to return the Premises to the condition
at the Commencement Date, ordinary wear and tear excepted. In any other event, the Security
Deposit shall be subject to retention by Landlord according to the terms hereof.

5. Triple Net Lease. Landlord and Tenant hereby acknowledge and agree that the
intent of the parties in executing this Lease is to enter into a triple net lease, such that this Lease
shall yield to Landlord, absolutely net, all Rent to be paid during the Term, with no abatement,
setoff, or reduction of any kind or nature whatsoever. Except as provided in Exhibit “B”,
Landlord shall have no duty to provide any services, or to pay any costs, expenses, or
impositions of any kind or nature whatsoever, with respect to the Premises. Rather, all costs,
expenses, and impositions of every kind which may arise or become due with respect to the
Premises during the Term shall be paid by Tenant, and Tenant shall at all times defend,
indemnify, and hold harmless Landlord from and against all such costs, expenses, and
impositions. Tenant expressly assumes all duties and obligations with respect to the Premises
and agrees to be solely responsible for the use, operation, and maintenance of the Premises,
including, without limitation, all costs and expenses incurred in operating, managing, protecting,
replacing, repairing, and otherwise maintaining the Premises and any sidewalks, parking areas,
and other common areas serving the Premises, even if such duties, obligations, or maintenance
would otherwise be deemed the responsibility of Landlord; provided, however, that nothing
contained herein shall be construed to require Tenant to pay or discharge any lien, mortgage, or
deed of trust which may encumber the Premises as the result of an affirmative act by Landlord.

6. Taxes. Tenant shall timely pay or cause to be paid when due all real and personal
property, sales, use, and other taxes or assessments, general or special, which are now or
hereafter may be imposed by any federal, state, or local government agency on the Premises or
on the ownership, sale, lease, possession, or use of the Premises, whether the same are assessed
against Landlord or Tenant. If any tax is assessed against Landlord, Landlord shall provide
Tenant with written notice of the assessment, and Tenant shall promptly pay the same. Upon
demand, Tenant shall provide Landlord with proof of any payment required hereunder. Landlord
may, in its sole discretion, contest any and all such taxes and assessments. If such contest results
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in a reduction in the amount of the taxes or assessments so contested, Tenant shall be entitled to
a refund in an amount equal to Tenant’s proportionate share of such reduction; provided,
however, that Tenant shall reimburse Landlord for the cost and expense incurred by Landlord in
such contest.

7. Insurance.

(a) Hazard Insurance. Tenant shall, at Tenant’s sole cost and expense,
provide and keep in full force and effect for the benefit of Landlord and Tenant, insurance
against any loss or destruction of, or any damage or injury to, the Premises or any improvements
now or hereafter erected on the Premises resulting from fire or from any hazard included in the
so-called extended coverage endorsement (also known as “All Risks of Physical Loss”
coverage). Throughout the Term, Tenant shall provide and keep in full force and effect all such
insurance in an amount sufficient to prevent Landlord or Tenant from becoming a co-insurer
under the terms of the applicable policy, but in no event less than the full replacement cost of the
Premises, including all improvements, fixtures, and equipment appurtenant thereto or used in
connection therewith.

M) Liability Insurance. Tenant shall, at Tenant’s sole cost and expense,
provide and maintain comprehensive general liability insurance protecting and indemnifying
Landlord and Tenant against any and all claims of liability for injury or damage to persons or
property, or for the loss of life or property, occurring in, on, or about the Premises or the
common areas or public portions of the Premises, if any, caused by or resulting from any act or
omission (in whole or in part) of Tenant or its agents, employees, contractors, servants, invitees,
or guests, such insurance to afford minimum protection throughout the Term of not less than
$2,000,000 combined single limit coverage for personal injury to any one person, including
death, and for personal injury to more than one person, including death, arising out of any one
occurrence, and for property damage.

(©) Certificate. All policies of insurance shall name City as an additional
insured by means of an endorsement which states that Tenant’s insurance coverage is primary to
all other coverage City may have. Each policy shall also contain a waiver of subrogation rights
in favor of City and provide that City be given at least thirty days’ notice before any termination,
cancellation or material modification of the policy. A Certificate of Insurance, acceptable to
City, evidencing the existence and amount of each insurance policy required hereunder shall be
delivered to City prior to Early Occupancy, but in any event prior to the Commencement Date.
Upon request, Tenant shall provide City copies of any policy required under this Agreement,
including all endorsements thereto.

() Release of Liability. Each of the parties does hereby release the other
party from all liability for damage due to any act or neglect of the other party (except as
specifically provided herein) occasioned to property owned by either party which is or may be
incident to or the result of a fire or any other casualty against loss for which either of the parties
is now carrying or hereafter may carry insurance; provided, however, that the releases. herein
contained shall not apply to any loss or damage occasioned by the willful, wanton acts of either
party, and the parties hereto further covenant that any insurance that they obtain on their
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respective properties shall contain an appropriate provision whereby the insurance company, or
companies, consent to the mutual release of liability contained in this paragraph.

(¢)  Tenant’s Compliance. Tenant shall at all times comply with all insurance
regulations so that the lowest fire and extended coverage, liability, and other insurance rates may
be obtained, and nothing shall be done by Tenant or kept in, on, or about the Premises which
would cause any cancellation, invalidation, or unreasonable increase in the premiums of such
insurance policies.

8. Maintenance and Repair. Throughout the Term, Tenant shall maintain in good
working condition and shall repair, as necessary, all portions of the interior and exterior of the
Premises, including, without limitation, the interior and exterior walls, floors, ceilings, roof, and
foundation of any buildings situated thereon; all mechanical systems, including, without
limitation, all of the plumbing, heating, cooling, ventilating, and electrical systems; all
equipment, fixtures, lighting, lamps, boilers, heaters, and appliances, whether now present or
hereafter installed; and all windows, doors, gutters, downspouts, loading docks, entrance ways,
and other appurtenances to any buildings situated on the Premises. Provided, however, Tenant’s
obligations to maintain and repair any portion of the premises shall be limited by the condition of
the premises at the time that Tenant takes possession, and Tenant shall be obligated only to
maintain the premises in substantially the same condition as Tenant received them, ordinary wear
and tear excepted. Tenant shall promptly and adequately repair all damage to the Premises in
any way occasioned by Tenant’s use or occupancy of the Premises, and shall repair or replace all
damaged or broken glass, fixtures, and appurtenances. All such repairs and replacements shall
be performed within a reasonable period of time, as specified by Landlord, and with the approval
and supervision of Landlord. Except for the repair work in anticipation of Tenant’s possession
defined as Landlord Work on the attached Exhibit “B”, Landlord shall not, under any
circumstances, be required to maintain the Premises in any way or to furnish or finance any
maintenance, repairs, replacements, alterations, or other services of any kind or nature
whatsoever for the Premises, whether ordinary or extraordinary, structural or non-structural,
foreseen or unforeseen. Landlord shall not be liable to Tenant for any interruption of building
services or utilities, regardless of the cause, or for any interference with Tenant’s use and
occupancy of the Premises due to repairs or any other cause.

9. Utilities. Tenant shall, at Tenant’s sole cost and expense, furnish and pay for all
utilities of any kind or nature whatsoever, including all required deposits, supplied to or used at
or in connection with the Premises, including, without limitation, all electricity, gas, water, trash
removal, telephone service, cable television service, and any other services supplied to, used in,
or assessed against the Premises. In addition, Tenant shall be responsible throughout the Term
for repairing or replacing all utility lines, connections, hook-ups, and service meters located on
the Premises, as necessary or appropriate. Except for the repair work in anticipation of Tenant’s
possession defined as Landlord Work on Exhibit “B”, Landlord shall have no responsibility or
liability whatsoever in connection with any utilities or services supplied to, used in, or assessed
against the Premises.

10.  Alterations, Additions, and Improvements. Except as permitted in the attached
Exhibit “B”, Tenant shall not make any alterations, additions, or improvements to the Premises
without the prior written consent of Landlord, which shall not be unreasonably withheld. The
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City Manager or his designee shall be authorized to consider and act upon requests by Tenant for
alterations, additions, and improvements. Except for Tenant’s personal property, machinery and
equipment, trade fixtures, dust collection system and ventilation units, air compressor units, and
any metering units installed by Tenant (collectively “Tenant Property”), all buildings, alterations,
additions, improvements, and fixtures shall become the sole property of Landlord upon affixation
or installation to the Premises and shall remain on and be surrendered with the Premises at the
expiration or termination of this Lease; provided, however, that Tenant shall remove any such
alterations, additions, or improvements which Landlord does not wish to retain, and provided
further that Tenant shall repair any damage caused by the removal of any such alterations,
additions, or improvements and Tenant Property.

11.  Damage or Destruction. If, during the Term, the Premises shall be damaged or
destroyed by reason of fire or other casualty so as to become untenantable, then, unless such
damage or destruction was caused by an act or omission of Tenant, Rent shall abate until such
time as the Premises are restored to a tenantable condition by Landlord; provided, however, that
if Landlord should determine that the Premises cannot be readied for occupancy within one
hundred twenty (120) days after the date such damage or destruction occurs, then Tenant and
Landlord shall each have the option of terminating this Lease, effective as of the date of such
damage or destruction, by giving written notice of such termination to the other party. Under no
circumstances shall Landlord have any responsibility or liability whatsoever to Tenant for any
inconvenience, loss of business, or other consequential loss or expense arising in connection with
any such damage or destruction or any restoration or repairs performed in connection therewith,
or for any loss of or damage to any of Tenant’s merchandise, inventory, goods, fixtures, or
personal property of any kind, and Tenant shall not be permitted to make any claim against
Landlord for any compensation or damages arising out of or otherwise relating to such matters.

12. Eminent Domain. If all or any portion of the Premises shall be taken by any
public or quasi-public authority under the power of eminent domain so that such taking would
render the use of the remainder of the Premises unsuitable for Tenant’s purposes, then the terms
of this Lease shall cease with respect to the portion of the Premises so taken, effective as of the
date of such taking, and the Rent shall be paid up to such date; for a period of thirty (30) days
thereafter, Tenant shall have the right either to the terminate this Lease and declare the same null
and void or to continue in the possession of the remainder of the Premises, subject to the terms
and conditions of this Lease, except that the Rent shall be reduced in proportion to the amount of
the Premises taken. All damages awarded for any such taking shall belong to and be the property
of Landlord, whether such damages shall be awarded as compensation for diminution in value to
the leasehold or to the fee of the Premises, except that Tenant shall receive any portion of the
award specifically relating to real estate improvements to the Premises made by Tenant, at
Tenant’s sole cost and expense; provided, however, that Landlord shall not be entitled to any
portion of the award made to Tenant for loss of business or for depreciation to and cost of
removal of Tenant’s personal property.

13.  Quiet Possession. Landlord covenants and agrees that, so long as Tenant fully
and timely performs all of Tenant’s obligations under this Lease, including, without limitation,
the timely payment of Rent and any other amounts due, then Tenant shall be entitled to quiet
possession and peaceable enjoyment of the Premises throughout the Term without hindrance by
any person claiming by, through, or under Landlord.
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14. Holding Over. If Tenant retains possession of all or any portion of the Premises
after the expiration or termination of this Lease or any extensions thereof for any reason, then
Tenant shall pay Rent to Landlord for each month during which Tenant remains in possession at
a monthly rate equal to two hundred percent (200%) of the rate payable by Tenant for the month
immediately preceding the commencement of such holding over, in all cases without reduction
for partial months during which such holding over continues.

15. Default and Remedies.

(a) Events. The occurrence of any of the following shall, at the option of"
Landlord, constitute a material default and breach of this Lease by Tenant: (i) any failure by
Tenant to timely pay Rent or to timely make any other payment required to be made by Tenant
hereunder; (ii) the abandonment or vacation of the Premises by Tenant for any continuous period
of thirty (30) days; (iii) a failure by Tenant to observe and perform any other provision of this
Lease to be observed or performed by Tenant, where such failure continues for thirty (30) days
after written notice thereof from Landlord to Tenant; provided, however, that if the nature of
such default is such that the same cannot reasonably be cured within such thirty (30) day period,
then such time period shall be extended for such additional time as is reasonably necessary,
provided that Tenant shall promptly commence such cure and thereafter diligently prosecute the
same to completion; (iv) the making by Tenant of any general assignment for the benefit of
creditors; (v) the filing by or against Tenant of a petition to have Tenant adjudged bankrupt or a
petition for reorganization or arrangement under any law relating to bankruptcy (unless, in the
case of a petition filed against Tenant, the same is dismissed within sixty (60) days); (vi) the
appointment of a trustee or receiver to take possession of substantially all of Tenant’s assets
located at the Premises or of Tenant’s interest in this Lease, where possession is not restored to
Tenant within thirty (30) days; or (vii) the attachment, execution, or other judicial seizure of
Tenant’s interest in this Lease, where such seizure is not discharged within thirty (30) days.

(b) Right of Recovery. In the event of any such default by Tenant, then in
addition to any other remedies available to Landlord at law or in equity, Landlord shall have the
immediate right to terminate this Lease and all rights of Tenant hereunder by giving written
notice of such termination to Tenant. In the event that Landlord shall elect to terminate this
Lease, then Landlord may recover from Tenant: (i) the value at the time of award of any unpaid
Rent which had been earned at the time of such termination, plus (ii) any other amount necessary
to compensate Landlord for all the detriment proximately caused by Tenant’s failure to perform
its obligations under this Lease or which, in the ordinary course of events, would be likely to
result therefrom, plus (iii) at Landlord’s election, such other amounts in addition to or in lieu of
the foregoing as may be permitted from time to time by applicable law. As used herein, the
“value at the time of award” shall be computed by allowing interest at the rate of ten percent
(10%) per annum.

(©) Right to Re-enter. In the event of any such default by Tenant, Landlord
shall also have the right, with or without terminating this Lease, to re-enter the Premises and
remove all persons and property from the Premises, and such property may be removed and
stored in a public warehouse or elsewhere at the cost of, and for the account of, Tenant, and
Landlord shall have no liability in connection therewith.
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(d Rights of Landlord. If, in the event of any default, Landlord shall elect to
re-enter as provided in subsection (c) above, and if Landlord does not elect to terminate this
Lease as provided in subsection (b) above, then Landlord may, from time to time, without
terminating this Lease, either recover all Rent as it becomes due or relet the Premises or any part
thereof for such term-or terms and at such rental or rentals and upon such other terms and
conditions as Landlord in its sole discretion may deem advisable, with the right to make
necessary repairs to the Premises. In the event that Landlord shall elect to so relet, then rentals
received by Landlord from such reletting shall be applied in the following order: (i) to the
payment of any indebtedness other than Rent due hereunder from Tenant to Landlord; (ii) to the
payment of any cost of such reletting; (iii) to the payment of the cost of any alterations and
repairs to the Premises; (iv) to the payment of Rent due and unpaid hereunder; and (v) the
residue, if any, shall be held by Landlord and applied in payment of future Rent as the same may
become due and payable hereunder. In the event that any portion of such rentals received from
such reletting is applied to the payment of Rent during any month and is less than the Rent due
and payable by Tenant during said month, then Tenant shall pay such deficiency to Landlord
immediately upon demand therefor by Landlord. Any such deficiency shall be calculated and
paid monthly. Tenant shall also pay to Landlord, as soon as ascertained, any costs and expenses
incurred by Landlord in such reletting or in making such alterations and repairs not covered by
the rentals received from such reletting.

16.  Condition of the Premises. Tenant acknowledges and agrees that Tenant has
inspected the Premises and, except as otherwise provided herein, accepts the Premises in its
present condition, as-is, where-is, and with all faults; provided, however, that Landlord shall,
prior to the Commencement Date or on the later dates set forth in Exhibit “B”, and at no charge
to Tenant, make all such improvements and repairs defined as Landlord Work in Exhibit “B”
attached hereto. Tenant further agrees that, upon the expiration or termination of this Lease: (a)
Tenant shall have removed all of Tenant’s property from the Premises; (b) Tenant shall have
repaired any damage to the Premises caused by the removal of Tenant’s property; (c) Tenant
shall surrender the Premises to Landlord in the same condition as existed on the Commencement
Date, except for reasonable wear and tear and any alterations, additions, or improvements which
Landlord may desire to retain; and (d) Tenant shall leave the Premises in “broom clean”
condition and free of all trash and other debris.

17.  Assignment and Subletting. Tenant shall not assign, transfer, or encumber this
Lease, shall not sublease all or any part of the Premises, and shall not permit any other person to
be in possession of the Premises without obtaining the prior written consent of Landlord in each
and every such instance. Landlord’s consent in any instance to any such assignment, transfer,
encumbrance, sublease, or change in possession shall not constitute a waiver of the right of
Landlord to approve any future assignment, transfer, encumbrance, sublease, or change in
possession. Notwithstanding any permitted assignment, subletting, or change of possession,
Tenant shall at all times remain directly, primarily, and fully responsible for the complete and
timely performance of all of Tenant’s obligations under this Lease, including, without limitation,
the payment of all Rent and other amounts due, as specified herein.

18. Indemnification.
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(a) Tenant agrees to defend, indemnify, and hold harmless, and to require any
permitted subtenants to defend, indemnify, and hold harmless, Landlord from and against any
and all claims by or on behalf of any person, company, corporation, firm, or other entity arising
from the use or possession of the Premises by Tenant or any subtenant, or arising from any act or
omission by Tenant or any subtenant on or about the Premises, or arising from any negligence of
Tenant, any subtenant, or any agents, employees, contractors, servants, invitees, or guests of
Tenant or any subtenant, and from and against all costs, expenses, and liabilities, including
reasonable attorneys’ fees, incurred in connection with any claim, action, or proceeding brought
in connection therewith.

(b) To the extent permitted by law, and subject to subsection (c) below,
Landlord likewise agrees to defend, indemnify, and hold harmless, and to require any assignees
'to defend, indemnify, and hold harmless, Tenant from and against any and all claims by or on
behalf of any person, company, corporation, firm, or other entity arising from any negligence of
Landlord or any agents, employees, contractors, servants, invitees, or guests of Landlord, and
from and against all costs, expenses, and liabilities, including reasonable attorneys’ fees, incurred
in connection with any claim, action, or proceeding brought in connection therewith.

(c) Landlord shall not be liable to Tenant and Tenant hereby waives all claims
against Landlord for any damage to or destruction of personal property in or about the Premises.
Tenant shall and does hereby assume all risk of loss or damage to furnishings, furniture, fixtures,
supplies, merchandise and other property, by whomsoever owned, stored, placed or affixed in the
Premises, other than personal property of Landlord, and does hereby agree that Landlord shall
not be responsible for loss or damage to any such property. The provisions of this Section 18(c)
shall survive the expiration or earlier termination of this Lease.

19. Hazardous Materials.

(a) As used herein, “Hazardous Material” shall mean any substance (1) the
presence of which requires investigation or remediation under any federal, state, or local statute,
regulation, ordinance, order, action, policy, or common law; (2) which is or becomes defined as a
“hazardous waste,” “hazardous substance,” “hazardous material,” pollutant, or contaminant
(whether harmful or not) under any federal, state, or local statute, regulation, rule, or ordinance
including, without limitation, the Comprehensive Environmental Response, Compensation and
Liability Act (42 U.S.C. §§ 9601 et seq.), and/or the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act
(42 U.S.C. §§ 6901 et seq. ); (3) which is toxic, explosive, corrosive, flammable, infectious,
radioactive, carcinogenic, mutagenic, or otherwise hazardous and is or becomes regulated by any
governmental authority, agency, department, or instrumentality of the United States, the State of
Kansas, or any political subdivision thereof; (4) without limitation, which consists of or contains
petroleum, natural gas, and/or their components and distillates; asbestos or asbestos containing
materials; lead; radioactive materials; polychlorinated biphenyls; and/or urea formaldehyde foam
insulation.

(b) Landlord agrees that Tenant will be using the Premises to store, handle,
manufacture and process fiberglass components which may be considered hazardous. Tenant
covenants, however, that it will not cause or permit any release, discharge or threat of release of
Hazardous Material on or from the Premises and will not place any underground storage tank on
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the Premises during the Term hereof. Tenant shall, at its sole cost and expense, comply with all
laws relating to Tenant’s storage, use, and disposal of Hazardous Materials. Tenant shall be
solely responsible for, and shall defend, indemnify, and hold harmless Landlord and its agents
and employees from and against, all claims, costs, and liabilities, including attorneys’ fees,
arising out of or in any way related to Tenant’s storage, use, disposal, or release of any
Hazardous Material in, on, or about the Premises, including, without limitation, removal, clean-
up, and restoration work and materials necessary to return the Premises to the condition existing
at the time of Tenant’s possession of the Premises.

(©) Tenant agrees to notify Landlord immediately of (1) any claim by or
notice from any governmental authority or other third party asserting any violation or potential
violation of any law with respect to Tennant’s storage, use, or disposal of Hazardous Materials
and/or the condition, use, or occupancy of the Premises and (2) any enforcement, clean-up,
removal or other governmental or regulatory action instituted, completed or threatened with
respect to the Premises.

(d) If at any time Landlord has reasonable cause to believe that an
environmental condition in violation of this Lease exists, Landlord may notify Tenant in writing
that it desires a site assessment or environmental audit (“Audit”) of the Premises to be made, and
at any time thereafter cause such Audit to be made of the Premises at Tenant’s sole cost and
expense. Tenant covenants to reasonably cooperate with the persons conducting the Audit.
Tenant agrees to comply, at its sole cost and expense, with all recommendations contained in the
Audit. ‘

(e) The obligations of Tenant under this Section 19 shall survive any
expiration or termination of this Lease.

20.  Transfer of Interest. Tenant acknowledges and agrees that Landlord shall have
the right to transfer all or any portion of its interest in the Premises and in this Lease, and Tenant
agrees that in the event of any such transfer, Landlord shall automatically be released from all
obligations under this Lease. In such event, Tenant agrees to attorn to the transferee of such
interest as the landlord under this Lease, and to look solely to the transferee of such interest for
the performance of all of Landlord’s obligations under this Lease. Tenant further acknowledges
and agrees that Landlord may assign its interest in this Lease to a mortgage lender as additional
security, and Tenant agrees that such an assignment shall not release Landlord from its
obligations under this Lease and that, in such event, Tenant shall continue to look solely to
Landlord for the performance of Landlord’s obligations under this Lease.

21.  Renewal Term. If no default by Tenant shall have occurred and be continuing,
Tenant is hereby granted the right to renew this Lease for two (3) year optional renewal terms
(“Extended Term”) after the expiration of the Term, upon giving written notice to Landlord of
such extension at least four (4) months prior to the Expiration Date of the Term. During such
Extended Term, all of the terms and conditions of this Lease shall continue in full force and
effect, except that the Rent for the first Extended Term shall be Six Thousand and no/100 dollars
(86,000.00) per month, and Rent for the second Extended Term shall be Seven Thousand and
no/100 dollars ($7,000) per month.
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22.  Option to Purchase. Landlord grants to Tenant an option to purchase the
Premises, which option shall commence on the Commencement Date and terminate on the
Expiration Date of the Term or Extended Term, if any. The option shall not continue during any
hold over period. This option may be exercised at any time that is one hundred twenty (120)
days prior to the last day of the Term or the Extended Term, as applicable, by Tenant upon
giving Landlord a written notice of its exercise of this option. Should Tenant exercise this
purchase option, the parties will be deemed to have entered into the following agreement
(hereinafter “Agreement”) on the date of the notice:

(a) Purchase Price. The purchase price of the Premises shall be an amount
equal to the fair market value of the Premises (the “Purchase Price”) as agreed upon by the
parties. If the parties cannot agree on the fair market value of the Premises, they shall each
choose an appraiser who is a member of the American Institute of Real Estate Appraisers (MAI)
and the two appraisers so chosen shall select a third, who is also a member of MAI and the three
shall conduct independent appraisals of the then current fair market value of the Premises, the
highest and lowest appraisals to be rejected and the Purchase Price to be the amount of the
middle appraisal. Each party shall pay the fees of the appraiser it selects, and the two shall
equally share the fees of the third. The sale and purchase of the Premises pursuant to the
provisions of this subsection (a) shall be on the terms and conditions set forth in subsections (b)
through (f) below and such closing of the purchase shall take place on or before the expiration of
the term of the Lease, or the Extended Term, if applicable.

(b)  Payment of Purchase Price. . If the option is exercised during the initial
Term, the Purchase Price shall be reduced by the amount of Rent received by Landlord prior to
the date of closing. If the option is exercised during an Extended Term, the Purchase Price shall
not be reduced by Rent received by Landlord hereunder, but the appraisals of the Premises shall
not take into account any free-standing buildings added to the Premises by Tenant (with the
City’s consent). If deemed necessary by the appraisers, the appraisals may consider the
building(s) added to the Premises by Tenant, in which case the purchase price shall be reduced
by the cost to Tenant of adding such buildings. The Purchase Price shall be paid to Landlord in
cash at closing.

(© Title Insurance. Landlord shall furnish to Tenant a commitment for an
owner's policy of title insurance in the amount of the Purchase Price from a title insurance
company authorized to issue title insurance policies in the state in which the Premises are
located. Delivery of a commitment for such a policy will be made to Tenant within twenty-five
days of the date the Landlord receives Tenant’s notice of exercise of the option, the title
insurance policy itself to be issued at Tenant's expense following the recording of the deed.
Tenant shall have thirty (30) days after delivery of the commitment to examine it and to advise
Landlord in writing of any exceptions which are objectionable to Tenant. In the absence of such
a notice, title will conclusively be presumed to be satisfactory to Tenant. Landlord shall have
until the closing date to correct any objections to title and have them shown on a revised title
insurance commitment. '

(d)  ASIS. Tenant will take the Premises in its condition when the option is
exercised, “AS IS” and without any improvements or modifications required on the part of
Landlord. Landlord makes no representation or warranty, express or implied in fact or by law, to
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Tenant as to the condition of the Premises or the fitness of the Premises for its intended use by
Tenant.

(e) Casualty Damage. If prior to the closing date the buildings and
improvements situated on the Premises are destroyed or substantially damaged by fire, lightning
or other cause that could be covered by extended coverage insurance, Tenant shall purchase the
Premises under this Agreement but shall be entitled to receive at closing either (i) all the
insurance proceeds, or (ii) an assignment of Landlord's right to receive the insurance proceeds.

® Closing. The closing of this transaction shall take place one hundred
twenty (120) days after the date of the Agreement at 10:00 A.M. in the office of the title
insurance company issuing the title insurance commitment, or at such other place or time as the
parties may agree. At closing, Landlord shall deliver to Tenant an executed special warranty
deed conveying the Premises to Tenant, and Tenant shall deliver to Landlord the purchase price.
Tenant shall pay all closing costs, including the cost of the owner's title insurance policy
premium.

23.  Signs. Tenant shall neither place, nor allow to be placed, upon the Premises any
signs, billboards, or advertisements of any kind or nature whatsoever without the prior written
consent of Landlord, which shall not be unreasonably withheld. Any permitted signage on or
about the Premises shall be installed, used, and maintained at the sole cost and expense of
Tenant, and Landlord shall have no responsibility or liability whatsoever in connection
therewith.

24.  Right of Entry. Landlord, or Landlord’s agents, shall have the right to enter
upon the Premises upon 24 hours advance notice and at reasonable hours, except in the case of
an emergency, for the purpose of inspecting all or any portion of the Premises, performing any of
Landlord’s obligations under this Lease, and/or performing any other act which Landlord may
deem to be necessary for the good of the Premises.

25.  Bankruptey. Neither this Lease, nor any interest therein, nor any estate created
hereby, shall pass to any trustee or receiver in bankruptcy, or to any other receiver or assignee
for the benefit of creditors or otherwise by operation of law during the term of this Lease or any
renewal or extension of such term.

26.  Legal Compliance. Tenant shall at all times comply with all federal, state, and
local laws, rules, regulations, orders, ordinances, and other public requirements now or hereafter
affecting the Premises or the use thereof, and Tenant shall defend, indemnify, and hold harmless
Landlord from and against any damage, cost, or expense resulting from any failure to do so.

27.  Enforcement Costs. If any party named herein brings an action to enforce the
terms hereof or to declare its rights hereunder, the prevailing party in any such action, on trial
and appeal, shall be entitled to recover its costs and reasonable attorney’s fees.

28.  Waiver. FEither party may waive any default under this Lease at any time without
impairing or otherwise affecting the right of such party subsequently to require compliance with,
or to specifically enforce, the same or any other obligation or agreement of the defaulting party.
Under no circumstances shall any such waiver be construed as a continuing waiver of such
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default, or as a waiver or grant of permission, express or implied, with respect to any subsequent
default. No failure or delay by either party to exercise any right or remedy on any one occasion
shall impair such party’s ability to exercise the same or any other right or remedy on any other
occasion. Any waiver, consent, or approval permitted or required under this Lease shall be in
writing and shall be effective only to the extent specifically set forth therein.

29.  Multiple Tenants. If Tenant shall consist of more than one person or entity, then
each such person or entity, as identified in the first paragraph of this Lease, shall be jointly and
severally liable and responsible for the performance of all obligations of Tenant under this Lease,
including, without limitation, the payment of all Rent and other amounts due hereunder. The
failure of any one person or entity designated as Tenant herein to satisfy any of Tenant’s
obligations, as set forth herein, or to pay any portion of the Rent or other amounts due hereunder,
shall not in any way relieve any other person or entity designated as Tenant herein from any
liability or responsibility for the full and timely satisfaction of any such obligations or the timely
payment of any such rent.

30. Notices. Any notice permitted or required to be given under this Lease shall be
delivered by certified mail, postage prepaid, sent by overnight delivery, or personally served;
provided, however, that any notice to Tenant shall be effective if delivered to the Premises. In
the event of mailing, such notice shall be deemed effective three (3) days after posting; in the
event of overnight delivery, such notice shall be deemed effective on the next business day
following deposit with the delivery service; in the event of personal service, such notice shall be
deemed effective when delivered.

Subject: Salary Survey Discussion

Objective: To present the current results of the salary survey, and seek
direction on the preliminary plan to correct lagging wages. Staff’s intent is
to detail the results and get direction from the Commission so that we can
prepare for the 2014 budget.

Explanation of Issue: An independent contractor recently completed a
consolidated salary survey. The survey took existing pay scales from
comparable and competitive cities. These comparisons, based on
averages, then provided the market basis to adjust our pay scales. It was
noted from the survey, that in most instances, our wages were lagging
behind the established market wages.

The past few weeks, City staff has been working on the survey to verify
comparisons, establish salary ranges and distribute the results to the
various departments and individual employees. Input from both the fire and
police unions was utilized during this process.

The challenge before us was to adjust the pay scales upward, adjust the
employees within those ranges, and accomplish these tasks in an
affordable manner. Previous direction from the Commission was to attempt
to reach the market average or just below the market average for our
various positions.

The management team met with the Fire Union today (3/29) so work
continues on the spreadsheets to finalize them for the Commission
meeting. Staff will distribute them just before the presentation as they are
rather large and not readable on the IPads.

Recommendation: No recommendation required.
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
